You  will  know  that  my  Annual  Report  has  again  to  be 
Considered  an  interim  one  giving  the  Vital  Statistics  and  the 
presence  of  the  Infectious  Deseases  but  otherwise  confined  to 
essential  and  urgent  matters.

The  birth  rate  was  therefore  13$7  per 
1000  per  annum  whilst  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14*2  and 
tlie  local  rate  for  1940  was  14*05.  There  were  3  Still  Mrths* 
Three  of  the  Live  Births  v/ere  illegitimate. 

There  were  6  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of 
age  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  75  against  59  for 
.England  and  Wales, 


There  were  78  deaths  eq.ua!  to  a  rate  of  14.6  against 
a  rate  of  12  •  9  for  England^  and  V/ ales,  Thes©  figures  are  for 
Civilians  only.
